Write to h('r in 
a week, and tell her that I was taken 
with tho cholera and died, I3eg her 
to forgive mo for my uukiudnoss; say 
that [ was grateful for her lovo, and 
that it was my last wish that she 
shinilil marry sinno lad nioro worthy 
of her than myself ."Make; interest to havo 
the statiiju cunlimied to her as postmis- 
tress. She is a priest's daughter and 
can write." Wo crossed ourselves; 
ho swore; we bowed to tho image in 
the corner of tho stable; wo kissed, 
and in live ininiites 1 waa gone. At 
tho recruiting oflico I enlisted for the 
I'jUipress' regiment of cuirassiers of 
the guard as a fourteen years' volun- 
teer guard, and in a false name. I il, 
of course, no paper,-j, but they asked 
no questions, for I waa a lino recruit.

\ iew of placing Canadian vessels un-

pointed to see the regulations carried 
out. This will bo a stoj) in advance 
of tho n:osl creditable action of tho 
(lerinan ( i o\ernment , which iiistriiet- 
ed its coiiMils in ( i re.at lii itain to re- 
fuse the right to sail under the tier- 
mau ensign to any British vessels ap- 
plying Jor it, which was unable 
to show a liuard of Ti'ado (^ertilicato of 
se.aworthiness, but our pailii ular ob- 
ject in calling attention to .Mr. I'ott's 
mission is to show th/it there are many 
and various ways in which Canadian 
agents may bo useful to their country 
when they are men of ability and pat- 
i-iolisni. In mattcns pertaining to 
commerco generally, to sliippi ig, to 
inveatmenlH, and tho rest, tliesoy gen- 
tlemen may bo e.>Lcc(iilinj;lyjiisefiil,and 
often are ho, liiuling their phuisuro as 
well as their duty in thinking, speak- 
ing, writing, and working for Canada, 
and in a tJionsand directions, iikh'o or 
less coiir.eqnent, inoniol ing now inter- 
ests. A whort time sinco au Ontario 
agent, then resident in Prussia, drew 
tho altoution of his Qovoruiuout to 



the anomalous position of Canadian 
roprosentativos on tho continent of 
I'iUropo as compared with United 
States oiuisuls, and to the disadvan- 
tage which accrued from licences or 
concessions to sell tickets being re- 
fused to the agents of Canadian 
steamship cmiipiuiies. Through the 
good oflices of Ijoid Odo Russell, the 
iiritish Anibassador at I'orlin, this 
latter grievance has been, we believe, 
removed. Wo wish Mr. Potts suc- 
cess in his mission.

An Early Session- 

The Pioiiiior relaruod from tbo 
Mainland yeriterday. His first official 
step, fvlLOi- providing for llio payment 
of contractorB and others who are 
awaiting satisfaction of their claims, 
delayed in cousoquonco of tiie "drying 
up of the best milch cow," should bo 
to arrange for Biimmoning the now 
House together for the dispatch of 
buainesa'at an early day. A largo 
amount of necessary legislation had to 
go by default last session because of 
the late day at which the House was 
called together. Notably, the most 
impoitant Government measnro fore- 
shadowed in the Governor's Speech 
was laid over for alleged want of lime. 
We refer to the promised legislation 
to secure needed reform in the con- 
duct of business in the law Courts.and 
for the consolidation of the laws re- 
lating to County Courts, the present 
condition of which Is, to use a very 
mild term, disgraceful. There were 
other measures of a most important 
nature introduced by Government as 
well as private members which were 
met by the Premier with the stereo- 
typed remark that, "owing to the 
lateneaa of the session the Government 
regrets its inability to proceed with 
the consideration of this measure," 
&o., &c. Wg do not believe that a 
legitimate excuse for a late session ex- 
isted last spring, any more than we 
believe one exists now. The country 
is suffering for legislation. To defer 
the meeting of the House till next 
spring will seriously interfere with the 
private business of members from the 
mining and farming districts, as well 
as of those engaged in comninrce, to 
gay iiothiDg of the public business. 
Any attempt to postpone the meeting 
of the House should meet with a vig- 
orous remonstrance from the uiem- 
bors. There is no valid reason why it 
should not be called together next 
month and, after the transaction of 
necessary business, adjourned over the 
holidays. We hope that the Govern- 
ment stand prepared to do t3ie "cor- 
rect thing" for once in the course of 
their official lires.

With reference to the movement for 
putting down "unwholesome litera-

Depai^tire of tlio 'Priiioe of 
Wales for iCndia. 

LoXDCN On-iui; OF Tin: Gi.om-;, 

5.5 Choiipside, E. C, 
TuGKclay, Oct. 12th, 1875. 
His Eoyal liighueas the Prince of 
Wales left London for India "via ParLs 
and Brindisi, last night. There wtis 
u groiit demonstriilioii of loyalty and 
kindly regard; tho approaches to tbo 
toniiiiiuKof tlie South Eastern Railway 
at Obariug Cro.s.s aud tho streots bc- 
twcoii that point and Marlborough 
H0U.S0 wore crowded with poraous ea- 
ger to cheer tbo heir apparent to the 
Ihroue as ho bade adieu to tho luotro- 
polia. It was aiiiiouucod in tho pa- 
pora that a royal Hpccial train would 
leave at 8 o'clock, and long before 
that hour it was impossible to find 
standing room 011 tho pavements aiiy- 
wliore Nvithin half a mile of tho sta- 
tion. Tho i)ublic wore excluded from 
the toriii'iiuii, but, tickets were issued 
to the representatives of the Press aud 
to a few privileged spectators other 
than the personal friends of bis Royal 
Higbncja who catno to see him ofT. 
Tho royal train coiisiHtod of a new sa 
loon carriage 111 which was a monster 
boquet of exotic flowers, two saloons, 
two lirst-class carriages, and two lug- 
gage vaii.4. Tho interior of tho station 
was not decorated, but tho plidforni 
liiul tho usual c'oniiiion (dolli iaiddowii 
along the approach to the Uoyal car- 
riage. There was, of course, a large 
and fashiouablo assemblage on the 
platform. The Duke of Cambridge 
and tho Diiko and Diiche.sH of Teck 
airi\e(.l at a little Iniforo eight o'clock. 
There was a guard of honor of tho Se- 
coiul Battalion of the Scots Fusilier 
Gtiiirds, mounted with their colours. 
At about uuo minute after the 
hour the roars and dcafeuiug shouts of 
the crowds ontnitlo the Ktatiou an- 
nounced the couiiug of tho Prince and 
Princess. Those checr.-j were taken 
up within the station wall.4, and in a 
few seconds their Royal Uigbnesses 
the Prince autl Princess drove up to 
tho jilatform iu a small ojieu carriage 
to the kind known as Victorias. Tlie 
Dukes of I'idiuburgli and Connaiight 
and the Princess Louise ( .Marcbioness 
of Lorne) were in the party of their 
Royal Highnesses. Then followed 
tho hurried loavo-takir g, and for three 
minutes the Priuce .shook hands with 
all tbo friends witliin reach of hia 
firms. At prociseiy four minutes paat 
eight the Royal party entered the sa- 
loon, the whistle souuded. and the 
traiu steamed slowly out of tho sta- 
tion. Among those present to say 
good-bye and wish bon voyage *o tlie 
Prince were: — The Russian Ambassa- 
dor, the German Ambassador, the 
Dauish Minister and Madimo Bulow, 
tho Duchess of Wellington, the Du- 
chess of Sutherland and Lady Flor- 
oiico Clowor, Lord and Lady Sydiic}', 
Lord llartington, Mr. and Mrs. Sio- 
nor, Lady Westnrorolaud, Prince Ed- 
ward of Saxe- Weimar, Count Glei- 
chon. Prince Teck aud Princess Mary, 
the Duke of St. Albans, Lord Colville, 
Loid Harrington, Mr. Ward Hunt, 
Lord H. Leuno.x, Lord Hardwicke, 
Mr. Rothschild, M. P.; Lord John 
Hay, Sir G. Arthur, Sir Percy Doyle, 
General Doyle, Mr. H. Potre, Gen- 
eral J. Macdonalii, Col. Marshall. 
Colonel Sturt, Jlr. H. Cbaplin, Mr. 
G. Drnniiuoiid, Mr. Cockerell, and 
Mr. Christopher Svkes. 

The Royal train \vas stopped at 
Ashford, miles from Loudon, and 
hero the Dukes of Edinburgh and 
Conuaught aligbte 1, and loft in a car- 
riage forEastwoU Park, the residence 
of the Duke and Duchess of Edin- 
burgh. Three iniiuites wore lost by 
this stoppage, hikI then the Royal 
train proceeded to, Dover, where the 
Royal travellers were received by 
Lord Granville, Lord Warden of the 
Cintpie Ports, and other distingnishoti 
otlicials. The (/astalia lay moored to 
the pior.the gangways were lined with 
aeldiers, who lighted up a lino blaze 
of retl and blue port fires, while tho 
band jilayed the National Anthem. 

On board the "cigar-sliip," tho May- 
or of Dover presente i a b.ing and loy- 
al address, which was very properly 
taken as re.'ul. There was a good 
deal of bustle on board, and sonic 
noise, so that H|)eecli-niaking was- im- 
possible. All the Priuce said was "I 
am much obliged to you, Mr. Mayor." 
Three rockets gave the ' sigfiud for 
starling. The night was beautifully 
lino, and the sea calm. The efToel of 
the retl port-tires that were liglitctl 
was vory fine, turning eveiytliifig to 
roseate hue, ominous, lot us bo[)0, of 
a deliglitliil trip to the tropics. Tho 
decks of the Castalia wore lastefuUy 
tlecnrated with llowers. The Prince 
of Wales wore a browu-tourist suit, 
and Her Royal Highness a dark 
travelling dress.

Public Debt and Heavy In- 
terest. 



Mucii of onr heavy taxatiou ia re- 
tiuirod to [lay the interest on our im- 
mense ]Miblic debt, and much of that 
is the result of selecting our officials 
on account not of their competency, 
luit of their partisan service. Tho 
Federal debt is ^^2, 1.5;). lUK), ()()(); nnil 
that of the States i;.50ll,IK)0,()()0; that 
of the -counties $2r)0,0()(),()0(); and that 
of the cities $.500, 000, Ullli, making a 
total of S:3,:?.50,(ilH!,IKll). The debts of 
Great liritain and i'^raiieo are still 
larger, that of the former being $-1,- 
(K;;i,l)UO,b(U), int-luding Si 01)0, UUO 
ou local account, aud that of tho lat- 
ter $4,500,000,UUU, besides some uu- 
reportod sum on local account. Not- 
withstanding tlio fact that those na- 
tions have a larger principal, we puv 
$■^1,000,000 more interest than Franco 
and 140,000,000 more thau England. 
Our interest is higli because our finan- 
cial credit is bad. The offijials of son e 
States have swiudletl the public credit- 
ors, aud now people will not lake the 
bonds of other States at the low rates 
paid by most European Governments. 
Our cities and counties must pay ten,per 
cent, interest, though safe investnieuts 
yielding only four per cent, are in de- 
mand in Europe. A tlo/.eu States 
have at various times failetl to pay the 
interest of tlieir bombs, and it is saitl 
that ilassachusetls and California are 
the only States which yaj interest ou 
their debt held in Europe with gold, 
though mauy of them contracted to 
jiaygold. Tlio chief defaulters in the 
European money market to-day are 
public authorities and corporations in 
the United States. Under the cir- 
cumstances it is not strange that the 
Americans have to pay high rates of 
interest. — "S. F. Alta." 

The Sui)ply of Horses. 

Sir Charles Legard, in a speech at 
Scarboro', said the remission of the 
tax by the Government was a most 
popular act, Englantl had for a long 
period been justly renowned as a horse 
producing country, and had been pro- 
eminent amongst her foreign neigh- 
bors for her supeiiority in this direc- 
tion. Having reference to tliis pre- 
eminence, It was iiol a nntter of sur- 
prise that there had bei.'u growii g up 
during the last t wc-ntv -liv;.. yi-ars a 
spirit of emulation amongst our for- 
eign neighbors. They had shown a 
determination to obtain, almost at any 
cost, the best blood of our country, and 
the result bad been, thanks to the 
generosity of our .lockey Club anti other 
racing corporations, Kome id the rich- 
est prizes on the turf had boon carried 
oil by thein. Prussia had for more 
than a quarter of a century been man- 
ufacliii iiig, so to speak, her horses, 
and with this view they had had agents 
who Inul been linying up in England 
Scotland, iiuil Irchiii.l, wherever they 
ctnild liml them at alitiut ,£.5 per head 
more than we would give, all the ac- 
livo short-legged, sound hackney 
mares, a (dass now aliuosl extinct in 
this (Country. They liiul also bought 
the best and sountiest thoroughbred 
stallions, and these hail been crtissed 
with the short-legged mares. Tho le- 
sult w as seen in the horses the Uhlans 
rode in tlie Franco-Prussian ^var. 
i.;nglislinieu now sa^^■ their mistake; 
they h:ul iiold their geese :uid lostlheir 
golden e.ggs. Ho would not drift into 
the iiii|iiiiy as to wlio was to blame. 
As Idi;.; lisliiiien they must now look 
forward, and gel out of the tlilliciiltv 
tlie best, way Ihey could. Tliuy iiuist 
iiiiilate the coiuliict of the foreigners 
and liiakc it a GoverniiK-nt iiucstioii. 
He hati been informed on the authori 
ty of Mr. Tttttersall, than whom tluo o 
was no bettor authority, that 30,0oi/ 
horses were sent from Eiigiaiid to 
Fraiiei) diinng the lati! war. At that 
time tlie ( li)\fi'niiieiit was liesitiiting 
about giving- .CV.) oiicli for 2,01.0 ar 
tillery horses, whilst the I'^r.-neli (r iv 
ermneut paid from .'.'
